Tub Vincent Memorial Hospital was instituted - 
in Boston in January, 1891, and on April 6 of that 
year the building No. 44 Chambers Street was for- 
merly opened by Rev. Phillips Brooks and Rev. S, H. 
Wrnkley,for the beneficent uses of a hospital for those 
wage -earning women and girls who, through disabil- 
ity, require treatment in the intervals of their work,' 
and have no homes where they can be properly 
cared for. 

The absolute need of such an institution was first 
recognized by those in charge of the Trinity Dispen- 
sary, which is in the adjacent building of St. Andrew's 
Church. 

The great benefits which it has conferred upon the 
sick and suffering women, often the bread-winners of ' 
their families, helping or restoring them to renew 
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REPORT 



In the Fourth Annual Report of the Vincent Memorial 
Hospital, there is little need to repeat much which has been 
already stated as to its general purposes and future pros- 
pects. Yet for the past year, as in former years, we have 
much cause for gratitude. Our little Hospital has continued 
to be an instrument for great and ever increasing good, a 
restorer to health and usefulness of valuable lives, not only 
of self supporters, but also of many who are the chief 
dependence of others, while the confidence and appreciation 
it has gained among those for whom it was especially 
founded, are clearly shown by the increased number of 
applications for admittance, — an admittance too often 
reluctantly refused for want of space. 

There have been 2,474 hospital days. The average 
weekly cost per patient has been $11.90, making the average 
daily cost $1.70. 

It may be remembered that we have long wished to be 
able to add the adjoining house to our inconveniently small 
quarters, thereby greatly increasing the usefulness and 
comfort of the Hospital. But this hope (by no means 
wholly given up) must again be deferred. The general 
financial depression against which so many charities have 



had to contend, makes also for us any additional outlay 
impossible for the present, and in spite of a most careful 
and economical rate of expenditure has even obliged us to 
encroach from time to time upon the small reserve fund in 
the hands of our Trustees. In fact in order that the sub- 
scription list and other receipts may be increased for the 
coming year, an appeal of the Trustees is placed in this 
report, simply to secure within its present limitations the 
continuance of this beneficent charity. 

We therefore earnestly entreat our friends and all who are 
interested in an Institution proved to be of the highest 
value, to continue their kind benefits, and above all to assist 
U0 in increasing our list of subscribers ; being assured that 
every dollar helps to alleviate suffering, and restore to 
strength those who would else be burdens to themselves and 
to the community. 

For all such help throughout the past year we are warmly 
grateful ; for the interest and sympathy shown by thoughtful 
acts and acceptable gifts, as well as for generous subscrip- 
tions of money from faithful old friends and kind new ones. 
Among the many presents, one is especially interesting : a 
fine, framed photograph of Edwin Booth, whose friendly 
interest and generous donation of one thousand dollars, at 
the beginning of our undertaking, four years ago, makes 
this beautiful portrait an appropriate ornament to the 
Hospital. It was presented by Mr. William Bispham, an 
intimate friend of Booth, in accordance with an expressed 
desire of the great actor. 



Oar thanks are also due to Mr. Joseph Jefferson for a 
large and excellent photograph of himself which is highly 
appreciated at the Hospital. 

We arc greatl}^ indebted, as in former years, to the faith- 
ful Vincent Club, whose earnest and successful efforts in 
aid of the Hospital will be found recorded at the end of the 
present Report.

MEDICAL REPORT. 

In preparing the medical part of this Report, we would say 
that the work during the year was somewhat embarrassed by 
the small quarters of the Hospital, in view of the serious 
nature of some of the cases which it was necessary to 
admit. 

The Hospital staff has been organized by the Trustees 
and appointments made of special physicians to fill the 
positions created. 

The nurses have been carefully trained. They have had 
thirty-one lectures from physicians, besides bedside instruc- 
tion. They have also had instruction in cooking and 
massage, and have had dispensary work in the evening 
clinics of Trinity Dispensary.

The Vincent Club, now numbering one hundred and two 
members, has continued its work with energy and fidelity 
during the past year, and reports the sum of $1,828.75 as 
its total earnings. Of this amount, $582. were the proceeds 
of Theatricals given at Perkins Hall, April 50 and May 1 ; 
$1,196.90 were the result of the Fair held December 4 ; and 
$49.55 from Club Assessments. 

By vote of the Club and according to its Constitution, the 
sum of one thousand dollars was given to the Treasurer of 
the V. M. H. Board of Trustees as a fund for future expen- 
diture, subject to the decision of the Vincent Club ; the 
interest of said amount, as well as the balance of the sum- 
total earned, to be used without reserve by the Hospital. 

Some confusion having arisen in the public mind regard- 
ing the connection of the Vincent Club with the Hospital, 
the Club wishes to state that it is an entirely independent 
body., organized solely to benefit the Hospital, but uncon- 
nected with its management and working as a free agent for 
a good cause, without being responsible to the chief organi- 
zation in any way.
